Named by the affidavits as 


members of the lynching mob 


;were Charles Lennon, Everett 
'Clarke, Arnold Walters, Bob Be- 
shire, Chester Pease, and two 
men named Pralm and Boyd, 
whose first names were not 
known. 


The mob took Abe Smith and 


Thomas Shipp from the county 
jail and hung them on the court- 
house lawn. The Negroes had 
been arrested for the murder of 
Claude Deeter of Fairmount and 
an attack on his girl companion. 


On conviction of participating 


in a lynching, the mob members 
would lace sentence of death or 
life imprisonment. The affida- 
vits naming the seven men were 
signed by Arthur Bruner of In- 
dianapolis, an investigator in 
the attorney-general's office. 


.Sheriff Campbell earned the 


warrant for his arrest to Coro- 
ner O. L. Stout at Upland last 
night, and surrendered. The 
lynch law provides that if con- 
victed he shall be fined not to 
exceed $1,000 and shall be re- 
moved from office. 


The sheriff said he will post 


bond as soon as Judge O. L. 
Clawson of circuit court sets the 
amount,,and then will be pre- 
pared to serve warrants on the 
other persons named.

sioners of the United States, and 
a committee from the Delaware 
Indians.

known as Milroy years previous 
to it being recorded as such 
seems to be definitely known 
and 'to the way in which -the 
name was derived is very indefi- 
nite but to this writer's belief, 
and this after many interviews 
with as many of the older people 
as was possible the following is 
being accepted as the most au- 
thentic manner the name ,^as 
derived. Samuel Milroy was one 
of the earliest pioneers to In- 
diana and at the time Rush 
County and the townships there'-' 
in were organized he was speaker 
of the House of Representatives 
and being a man of sp strong a 
character even in that early 
time as he had represented the 
people in many ways previously 
in public office and various com- 
missions and being a man of 
good common sense, always a 
safe and prominent legislator of 
much influence but not an ora- 
tor but one who spoke .clearly 
and well always confining him- 
self- to the question. As this was
